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PREFACE 


Numismatic Literature is a semiannual survey of current publications in or 
related to numismatics with abstracts of their contents. Beginning with NL 
79 (December 1967), bibliographic information and abstracts have been sub¬ 
mitted by an international board of contributing editors, each of whom col¬ 
lects material published in his country. The contents and quality of NL reflect 
the participation of this editorial board and of individual scholars, whose 
cooperation can create a truly comprehensive bibliographic tool. 

The revisions in format introduced in NL 81 have been maintained in order 
to enable each reader to find and use material in his own field more easily, 
while benefitting from work published in peripheral fields. Each issue of NL 
is now paged separately, rather than consecutively within each issue, and 
an abstract can therefore be identified by the number together with the 
abstract number, for example, 81-1. Most entries are grouped under broad 
cultural, geographical, or typological sections. In addition, the section 
Technology and Methodology lists works in which recently developed techni¬ 
ques for numismatic study are described or significatly applied. At the end 
of each section is a list of numbered cross references to abstracts with related 
material in other sections. The revisions in format introduced in NL 117 
distinguish the different fields of ancient study opposed to the broad defini¬ 
tion applied in Head’s Historia Numorum. 

Author and subject indices are published at the back of each issue. The author 
index does not include references to the reviews, which are themselves 
alphabetically arranged by author. The hoard list is a separate list of abstracts 
in which reference is made to coin hoards. 

Periodical titles are abbreviated whenever possible. A cumulative list of 
periodical title abbreviations is published in the March issue of even- 
numbered years. Intervening issues contain a cumulative list of additions. 
In this way, the list should become a record of the periodical publications 
in many fields in which numismatic material appears and a convenient com¬ 
pilation of abbreviations for scholars. 

Although NL is a bibliography of current publications, an effort is being 
made to include notices of somewhat older publications which are not readily 
available or are published in languages which readers are not likely to know, 
and which were not discovered until the institution of the international board 
of contributing editors. 

Comments and suggestions for improvement are welcomed and may be ad¬ 
dressed to the International Editor at the American Numismatic Society. 
The Editor thanks all those who have contributed to NL and hopes that par¬ 
ticipation will continue to grow.

Each Contributing Editor has assumed 
the responsibility for collecting and forwarding to the International Editor at The 
American Numismatic Society titles and abstracts of all works of serious numismatic 
interest published in his area.

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GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


Entries in Numismatic Literature generally consist of two parts, the bibliographic 
information and the abstract. 


Bibliographic Information 


All entries must include the following information: 

1. The full name(s) of the authors) 

2. The title of the publication in the original language, but in the Roman 
alphabet. If the publication is not written in English, French, German, Italian 
or Spanish, the original title should be followed by a translation into one 
of these languages. 

If the publication is an article in a journal, the following information must 
also be given: 

3. Volume and/or issue number 

4. Date of the journal 

5. Date of publication, if it is different from the date of the journal 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is an article in a book of collected works, such as a Festschrift 
or Proceedings of a Congress, the following information must also be given: 

3. Complete tide of the collection 

4. Place of publication and name of publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is a book, the following information must also be given: 

3. Edition number and editor’s name, if any 

4. Place of publication and name of the publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Total number of pages 

7. Presence of illustrations 

8. ISBN, optional. 

If the content of the publication is general in nature and does not include 
specific information or arguments which should be brought to the reader’s 
attention, and the tide is fully descriptiive of the contents, the bibliographic 
information alone may be given and the abstract omitted.

GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


The Abstract 

Definition. An abstract is a concise, objective summary or description of 
the content of a publication. It is different from a review in that an abstract 
does not offer critical comment or additions to the original work. 

Length. Abstracts may be from about 50 to 200 words in length, depen¬ 
ding upon the importance or complexity of the publication. A long abstract 
may be desirable when the original publication is not readily available or 
is written in a language most readers are not likely to know. 

Style and Language. Abstracts should be written in complete sentences. They 
may be submitted in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, but will 
be published in English. All abstracts must include the typewritten, full name 
of the abstractor. 


Non-Current Titles 


The International Editor of Numismatic Literature maintains a control file, 
grouped by country of publication, of all new title cards entered into the 
Society’s library card catalogue. Cards are remained from this control file 
as the relevant titles are received from the Contributing Editors. Title cards 
in the control file are published as they become three years old in order to 
prevent omission of these titles. Publication of such entries is necessarily 
limited to bibliographical information only.

Since R. Vasmer it has generally 
been assumed that the Haruniyya of the coins was actually in Armenia, to the north¬ 
east of the Syrian thughur. Here it is argued that the Haruniyya of the coins was in 
fact the Cilician town familiar to the Arab geographers. The end of the year 168 
saw a Byzantine invasion of this area, and emergency measures on the part of the 
Muslims. The Harunabad coins also seem to begin late in 168. The literary sources 
describe activity in the Syrian thughur at this time on the part of Rawh b. Hatim, 
then governor of Armenia. Vasmer did not note this fact, which seems to clinch the 
argument for Cilician Haruniyya. Arguing further for the Cilician location is the 
unrest in Armenia itself at this time, reported in Arabic and Armenian sources. The 
catalogue contains two Harunabad issues followed by fourteen of al-Haruniyya.

Notes on numismatic exhibits in Chinese museums; coin shops and numismatic 
bookshops in China; and Chinese numismatic societies and provincial numismatic 
journals are presented.

New Appreciations in History 4. (London, The Historical Association, 1989) 
32 pp. iUus. 

The author publishes a concise survey covering mint output and the supply of 
bullion; the circulating medium; offsetting, barter and payments in kind; petty credit 
and tokens. (Edward Besly) 

438 CLOUGH, T.H.McK. and COOK, B.J. The 1987 Ryhall Treasure 
Trove. BNJ No. 58 (1988) pp. 96-101 Ulus. 

The authors report a Civil War hoard consisting of 1 gold and 3,220 silver coins 
deposited ca. 1641-1643. The hoard was notable for the large number of shillings of 
the Triangle-in-Circle privy-mark, most of which were the products of a very small 
number of dies. 
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439 Coin Register. BNJ No. 58 (1988) pp. 138-164 illus. 

Recent British finds of Celtic, Anglo-Saxon and medieval coins are listed and il¬ 
lustrated. (Edward Besly) 

440 GRAHAM-CAMPBELL, JAMES. The coinless hoard. Coins and Ar¬ 
chaeology. H. Clarke and E. Schia, Eds. (Oxford, BAR International Series 
553, 1989) pp. 53-61. 

The author examines Viking-Age hoards of ornaments, ingots and hacksilver

The author presents 13 Anglo-Saxon coins acquired by the Royal Coin Cabinet, 
some of them emanating from dispersed hoards. (Haruld Nilsson) 
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447 MAYHEW, NJ. The Abderdeen, St. Nicholas Street, hoards of 1983 
and 1984. BNJ Vol. 58 (1988) pp. 40-68 illus. 

A detailed report on two large mid-14th century British hoards is published. (Author) 

448 MAYHEW, NICHOLAS. The contemporary valuation of the fleur- 
de-lis groats of James I and II. BNJ No. 58 (1988) pp. 130-132. 

The author draws attention to alterations in face values set on Scottish groats of 
the 15th century. (Author) 


449 METCALF, D.M. A plate of Anglo-Saxon coins found at Reculver, 
Kent in the eighteenth century. BNJ No. 58 (1988) pp. 126-129 illus. 

Eighteenth-century drawings of coins, in a manuscript now in the British Library, 
add 7 new sceattas to the list of those known to have been found at Reculver.

A coin of BMC Type 33, found recendy in London, has, as an extra element in 
its design, a hand raised in a gesture of trinitarian blessing. This can only be an 
ecclesiastical issue, and it suggests that the coins of Archishop Iaenberht were not 
the earliest issues of the Canterbury primate. (Author) 

451 METCALF, D.M. Notes on the ‘PAXS’ type of William I. YN Vol. 
1 (1988) pp. 13-26. 

The author discusses the date and significance of the ‘PAXS’ type, taking account 
of archeological evidence from Cardiff casde, and interpreting the Beau worth hoard 
as part of the distribution of alms left for poor people in William’s will. He argues 
against Dolley’s suggestion that the York mint was using reverse and obverse dies 
in a two-to-one ratio. He lists and analyzes 165 moneyers’ names found on the TAXS’ 
type, noting that there is no sign, twenty years after the conquest, of an increase 
in the number of Norman (Continental Germanic) names at the expense of Anglo- 
Saxon (Old English) names. He gives a statistical summary of the Beauworth hoard 
and pursues the difficult question of the under-use of dies. Finally he shows that the 
modal weight of the coins was narrowly controlled at 21.2 grains (1.374 g) or 21.3 
grains (1.380 g). (Author) 

452 MIKOLAJCZYK, ANDRZEJ. Anglo-Saxon coins in eleventh- 
century Poland. BNJ Vol. 58 (1988) pp. 11-24 illus. 

The earliest Polish hoards with an Anglo-Saxon element were buried ca. 950-955 
in Pomerania, from where the coins began to reach the inner regions of Poland. In 
the very early 11th century numerous hoards contained only the AEthelred II’s pen¬ 
nies, recorded now mainly in Great Poland, although they seldomly exceeded 1 per¬ 
cent of total value of the hoard. The highest proportion was still in Pomerania and 
the lowest in distant Silesia. The Pomeranian direction indicates the Scandinavian, 
specifically Danish route. Probably a small portion of the large payments of English 
tribute arriving in Denmark since 991 was redistributed to Poland. The Polish hoards 
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from 1017-1034, with a decrease in Pomerania, show a growth of the English element 
(AEthlered’s and Cnut’s pennies) which seems now to pass out of Pomerania to the 
central parts of Poland. Later finds have a little addition of later issues, absorbed 
mostly in Pomerania, which possibly continued to receive the later coins from Scan¬ 
dinavia, leaving only a small part of this supply for further redistribution—reflecting 
some change in the domestic economic relations. The Polish material reveals a lower 
proportion and the delay in increase of this proportion in comparison with the Scan¬ 
dinavian finds. The Hibemo-Norse and imitative pennies are also discussed. (Author) 

453 1935 Jubilee Crown Pieces: extracts from House of Commons Han¬ 
sard. SCMB No. 849 (April 1990) pp. 76-79. 

454 NORTH, J.J. A re-examination of Classes 7 and 8 of the Short Cross 
Coinage. BNJ Vol 58 (1988) pp. 25-39 illus. 

A refinement of the classification of class 7 of the Short Cross coinage, which 
distinguishes 11 varieties of this large class and assigns approximate dates to these 
based on the documentary evidence of the appointments and deaths of various 
moneyers. The issue of round halfpence and possibly farthings is discussed in view 
of the recently found halfpenny of class 7. The paper also enlarges on the existing 
classification of class 8 in light of the large number of specimens discovered since 
the original paper on that class was published in 1948. (Author) 

455 PALMER, NICHOLAS and SEABY, WILFRED A. An early thir¬ 
teenth century hoard from Cross on the Hill, near Stratford-on-Avon. 
TransB’hamWarksArchSoc No. 93 (1989) pp. 105-110. 

A silver seal matrix, a gold ecclesiastical ring and 18 short-cross pennies, survivors 
of a hoard of ca. 1000 pieces, found in 1830 at Cross on the Hill, Warwicks., are 
published and discussed. Most of the coins are class 5b (1205-1208). An example of 
class 6bi (ca. 1214-1216) may also have belonged to the hoard. (Edward Besly) 

456 PIRIE, ELIZABETH J.E. Early Northumbrian Orthography and a 
Problem of Convention. YN No. 1 (1988) pp. 1-8. 

Early Northumbria developed independently of the southern kingdoms of Anglo- 
Saxon England, and its native coinage is quite distinct from those of the south. Cur¬ 
rent work on the idiosyncratic styca series, of ca. 790-855, has aroused considerable 
controversy, not least concerning the manner of rendering personal names. It is argued 
that the present conventional use of West Saxon name-forms is entirely alien in the 
context of a north subject; for simplicity in discussion of the complex material, obser¬ 
vations of the Northumbrian forms themselves is required. (Author) 

457 RIGOLD, S.E. Coins and jetons from excavations in 1960, 1972-75 
and 1976-78. St. Augustine's Abbey: Report on Excavations, 1960-78. D. Sherlock 
and H. Woods, Eds. (Monograph series of the Kent Archaeological Society 
IV) (Maidstone 1988) pp. 236-245. 

The author lists 1 ancient British, 12 Roman, 37 medieval and later coins and 
27 jetons, etc., from excavations at St. Augustine’s Abbey, Canterbury.(Edward Besly) 
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458 RUDLING, DAVID. Three pennies of Edward the Martyr. SussexAr- 
chColl No. 127 (1989) pp. 245-246 illus. 

459 SEABY, PETER. Henry I coin types: design characteristics and 
chronology. YN No. 1 (1988) pp. 27-43. 

A revised sequence is suggested for the coin types of the middle period of the reign 
of Henry I, with types VIII and XII shown as a combined issue forming one of 13 
biennial coinages issued prior to the 1124/5 assize and mutiliation of moneyers. The 
author questions a coinage reform of 1108, but points to a major improvement in 
the weights of coins ca. 1117, and he supports the proposition that Henry’s final type 
remained in issue for the last 10 years of the reign. (Author) 

460 SOMMERVILLE, GERALD. On Victorian die-numbers. SCMB No. 
850 (May 1990) pp. 99-101. 

461 STAVERT, MARION L. James II and his mints: an unknown docu¬ 
ment. BNJ No. 58 (1988) pp. 132-134. 

The ‘Nota Anent Bulyeon* was included with the tacks of the burgh mills, fishings 
etc. recorded in the ‘Perth Guildrie Book 1452-1631’ when subsequendy bound. It 
is dated 7 September 1453. It lists the names and fees of mint officials and the price 
of silver. There is also a list of searchers appointed for all Scottish ports to prevent 
the export of any bullion. (Author) 

462 STEVENSON, R.B.K. Holy wells and coins. TransDunfriesGalloway 
NHAS Vol. 63 (1988) p. 92. 

A note on coins, etc. (mainly 17th century) from holy wells at Cargen, Troqueer 
(near Dunfries), and Inschadney, Perthshire, is published. (Edward Besly) 

463 STEWART, IAN. English Numismatics - progress and prospects. (The 
Howard Linecar Lecture 1988). BNJ No. 58 (1988) pp. 110-122. 

The lecturer reviews developments since the war and suggests various ways of tak¬ 
ing the subject forward. In particular he argues that the theory of a right system 
of compulsory recoinages every six years under AEthelred and Cnut, which has been 
widely canvassed since the 1950s, is not justified by the evidence and has caused 
misunderstandings about the late Anglo-Saxon coinage comparable to that which 
was caused for the later middle ages by the now discredited theory of quarterly 
privy-marks. (Author) 

464 WAERZEGGERS, RENE. De munten van Lundy [The Coins of 
Lundy]. JEGMP (1989) pp. 213-220 Ulus. 

The coins issued on the isle of Lundy (Great Britain) off the coast of Devonshire 
are discussed. Coins were struck in 1327, 1645, 1929 and 1965. (Johan van Heesch) 

465 WOODHEAD, P, CALDWELL, D., STEWART, I. and WOOD, C. 
The fourteenth-century Aberdour Treasure Trove (1978 and 1981). BNJ Vol. 
58 (1988) pp. 69-83 Ulus. 
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A hoard of 277 coins of England, Scotland and Ireland, including 9 continental 
sterlings found near the shore at Aberdour, Fife, is published. A closure date of 1375 
is suggested, the latest coins being three of Robert II of Scotland. A high proportion 
of die-links among coins of David II suggests that part of the hoard may have been 
set aside some 12 years before the final closure. Despite corrosion, careful weighing 
before and after cleaning allows some speculation on likely weights of sections of 
the hoard at the date of deposit. There is also some evidence to support Burn's sug¬ 
gestion that between 1358 and 1366 Scottish coins were already being struck at a 
lower weight than their English counterparts. (Authors)

The hoard 
represents a unique mixture of good and base coins, thus reflecting the double reali¬ 
ty of the contemporary circulation: the withdrawal of good coin, and the frequent 
use of inflationary coin. On the background of the regional circulation of money, 
the monetary policy of the Counts of Nassau-Katzenelnbogen is discussed as an ex¬ 
ample for a country without a mint of its own. The only possible reaction to the 
monetary crisis was the control of the circulation by decrees and evaluations of the 
circulating coin. Though not participating the coin convention of 1623 concluded 
by Mainz, Hesse-Darmstadt, Nassau-Saarbrucken, and Frankfurt, the counts tried 
to adjust the monetary units in their country to the Frankfurt system.

A quantitative examination of Dutch 
circulation clarified how important the connections of find material, literary tradi¬ 
tion and statistical procedures are. This examination is the article by Erik Aerts (“Der 
Geldumlauf in den Burgundischen Niederlanden im 15. Jahrhundert”). Articles 
devoted to the themes of money circulation and coin production concern both the 
results of continuing research and new projects. As a foundation for the research 
in coin production, the Cologne mark is examined by Harald Witthoft (“Die Kolner 
Mark zur Hansezeit”). The investigation demonstrates that there was no standard 
mark in Cologne in the early Hanseatic period, but only a diversity of weights among 
the foreign and local marks. Probably under the influence of Flanders and Bruges 
the mark was assigned the Troy weight of 233 g. Other coin productions are discus¬ 
sed by Eddy Van Cauwenberghe (“Die Munzproduktion in den Niederlanden, 14.-18.

The latter article includes France, 
England, Burgundy and Prussia in the discussion. Essential examinations in the 
changes of trade and the economy in the late middle ages and early modem age in 
Europe are provided in the contributions concerning financial transactions. Stuart 
Jenks (“Hartgeld uund Wechsel im hansisch-englischen Handel des 15. Jahrhunderts”) 
describes the connections between the coin production and foreign trade in England. 
The increase in financial transactions by check in the 16th and 17th centuries is discuss¬ 
ed by Marie-Th6rfese Boyer-Xambeu, Ghislain Deleplace and Lucien Gillard 
(“Goldstandard, Wahrung und Finanz im 16. Jahrhundert”) as well as Jurgen

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PREFACE 


Numismatic Litemture is a semiannual survey of current publications in or 
related to numismatics with abstracts of their contents. Beginning with NL 
79 (December 1967), bibliographic information and abstracts have been sub¬ 
mitted by an international board of contributing editors, each of whom col¬ 
lects material published in his country. The contents and quality of NL reflect 
the participation of this editorial board and of individual scholars, whose 
cooperation can create a truly comprehensive bibliographic tool. 

The revisions in format introduced in NL 81 have been maintained in order 
to enable each reader to find and use material in his own field more easily, 
while benefitting from work published in peripheral fields. Each issue of NL 
is now paged separately, rather than consecutively within each issue, and 
an abstract can therefore be identified by the number together with the 
abstract number, for example, 81-1. Most entries are grouped under broad 
cultural, geographical, or typological sections. In addition, the section 
Technology and Methodology lists works in which recendy developed techni¬ 
ques for numismatic study are described or significatly applied. At the end 
of each section is a list of numbered cross references to abstracts with related 
material in other sections. The revisions in format introduced in NL 117 
distinguish the different fields of ancient study opposed to the broad defini¬ 
tion applied in Head’s Historia Numorum . 

Author and subject indices are published at the back of each issue. The author 
index does not include references to the reviews, which are themselves 
alphabetically arranged by author. The hoard list is a separate list of abstracts 
in which reference is made to coin hoards. 

Periodical titles are abbreviated whenever possible. A cumulative list of 
periodical title abbreviations is published in the March issue of even- 
numbered years. Intervening issues contain a cumulative list of additions. 
In this way, the list should become a record of the periodical publications 
in many fields in which numismatic material appears and a convenient com¬ 
pilation of abbreviations for scholars. 

Although NL is a bibliography of current publications, an effort is being 
made to include notices of somewhat older publications which are not readily 
available or are published in languages which readers are not likely to know, 
and which were not discovered until the institution of the international board 
of contributing editors. 

Comments and suggestions for improvement are welcomed and may be ad¬ 
dressed to the International Editor at the American Numismatic Society. 
The Editor thanks all those who have contributed to NL and hopes that par¬ 
ticipation will continue to grow.

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GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


Entries in Numismatic Literature generally consist of two parts, the bibliographic 
information and the abstract. 


Bibliographic Information 


All entries must include the following information: 

1. The full name(s) of the authors) 

2. The title of the publication in the original language, but in the Roman 
alphabet. If the publication is not written in English, French, German, Italian 
or Spanish, the original title should be followed by a translation into one 
of these languages. 

If the publication is an article in a journal, the following information must 
also be given: 

3. Volume and/or issue number 

4. Date of the journal 

5. Date of publication, if it is different from the date of the journal 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is an article in a book of collected works, such as a Festschrift 
or Proceedings of a Congress, the following information must also be given: 

3. Complete title of the collection 

4. Place of publication and name of publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is a book, the following information must also be given: 

3. Edition number and editor’s name, if any 

4. Place of publication and name of the publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Total number of pages 

7. Presence of illustrations 

8. ISBN, optional. 

If the content of the publication is general in nature and does not include 
specific information or arguments which should be brought to the reader’s 
attention, and the title is fully descriptiive of the contents, the bibliographic 
information alone may be given and the abstract omitted. 
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GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


The Abstract 

Definition. An abstract is a concise, objective summary or description of 
the content of a publication. It is different from a review in that an abstract 
does not offer critical comment or additions to the original work. 

Length. Abstracts may be from about 50 to 200 words in length, depen¬ 
ding upon the importance or complexity of the publication. A long abstract 
may be desirable when the original publication is not readily available or 
is written in a language most readers are not likely to know. 

Style and Language. Abstracts should be written in complete sentences. They 
may be submitted in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, but will 
be published in English. All abstracts must include the typewritten, full name 
of the abstractor. 


Non-Current Titles 


The Internationa] Editor of Numismatic Literature maintains a control file, 
grouped by country of publication, of all new title cards entered into the 
Society’s library card catalogue. Cards are remained from this control file 
as the relevant titles are received from the Contributing Editors. Title cards 
in the control file are published as they become three years old in order to 
prevent omission of these titles. Publication of such entries is necessarily 
limited to bibliographical information only.

The article is a Finnish translation of “The Grand Duke’s Centenary,” published 
in JRNS Vol. 25 (1986-87).

The annual report contains descriptions of several acquisitions, scientific research 
and publications as well as lectures. Three coin finds are discussed: (1) The groschen 
hoard from Pbnickau (Kreis Grossenhain) of442 Meissen and Prague groschen, dating 
from 1338/39 until ca. 1400; (2) The groschen hoard from Goldbach (Kreis 
Bischofswerda) of 226 Meissen and Prague as well as Hessen and Brunswick groschen, 
dating from 1346 to ca. 1457/80; (3) The hoard from Belgem (Kreis lorgau) of 240 
German convention coins among thalers of 1763-1813. (Author)

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London in 1843 but subsequently disappeared from view until recendy rediscovered 
in Glasgow and deposited in the Hunter Coin Cabinet. The 483 coins consist of gold, 
silver and base metal issues from the Punic, Roman Republican and Imperial, Van- 
dalic, Byzantine and Arabic series. The collection contains some interesting pieces, 
but generally conforms to the pattern of currency finds emerging from recent ex¬ 
cavations at Carthage.

The author reports the coins found during archaeological excavations in Constance. 
The coins include 7 Celtic pieces, partly with known archaeological context; numerous 
Roman coins of the 3rd and 4th centuries; an or of 16 BC countermarked by Tiberius. 
Many coins dating from the late 11th century onward, primarily from South Ger¬ 
many and Switzerland, were also found.

To the cabinet of the Museo Provincial Irpino Don Nicola Gambino bequeathed 
130 coins from the territory of Rocca S. Felice (from the 4th century BC to the 4th 
century AD) and from the numismatic coUection of the Zigarelli came 130 pieces 
from the mints of Magna Graecia, Republican Rome and Imperial Rome and Byzan¬ 
tium.

16 HOWGEGO, C.J. Why did ancient states strike coins? NC Vol. 150 
(1990) pp. 1-25. 

The author argues against the view that the only reason for the striking of ancient 
coins was to enable states to make payments. A more complex pattern of motivation 
is demonstrated (monetary reforms, closed currency systems, renewal of worn coins, 
standardization, monetary alliances (?), profit, pride, politics, minting for individuals). 
In particular, it is suggested that there is sufficient ancient evidence to take seriously 
the possibUity that coin was produced to facUitate exchange between individuals, the 
payment of taxes, and external trade. (Author) 

17 ILISCH, PETER. Die Munzen des Graberfeldes von Wunnenberg- 
Furstenberg. RAWBodenaltertumer Westfalens Vol. 25 (Munster, Verlag Aschen- 
dorff 1991) pp. 120-125 Ulus. 

The author discusses 3 coins found in the course of excavations of a late antique/early 
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medieval cemetery. The coins: a worn and holed Roman Republican denarius, struck 
ca. 90 BC, a Merovingian pseudo-imperial tremisses of low gold and dominant silver 
content, and a Chrisitana-Religio-penny of Ludwig the Pious, which had been 
modified into a brooch showing the cross design. (Biter Ilisch) 

18 JIN ZHIWEI. The Life of the Numismatist Jiang Boxun. China 
Numismatics. Vol. 32 (1991) p. 58. In Chinese. ISSN 1001-8638. 

Jiang Boxun was a famous coin collector in China in the 1930-40s. 

Archdologische 
Ausgrabungen in Baden - Wurttemberg 1990. (Stuttgart, Landesdenkmalamt 1991) 
pp. 320-330 illus. ISBN 3-8062-0872-2; ISSN 0724-8954. 

Coin finds presented to the Stuttgart cabinet in 1990 are surveyed. The finds in¬ 
clude: a Celtic potin of the ‘grosse-tete-type’ and large parcels of Roman coins from 
excavations with many subaerati. A late 12th century hoard comprising 12 pennies 
of a hitherto unknown type, connected with the coinage of the counts of Tubingen. 
An unusual single find is a Caracal la aes from Lydia. Most of the coins come from 
mints in South Germany. (Peter Ilisch) 

20 Kultur ■- und Stadthistorisches Museum Duisburg: Sammlung Kohler-Osbahn. HI

The industrial manager Kohler-Osbahr has given his collection of 70,000 coins 
and 500 other objects to the Duisburg museum. The present catalogue presents the 
numismatic part on pp. 94-143. A selection of Greek, Persian, Roman, Byzantine, 
Sasanian, Chinese and other Far Eastern as well as Indian, medieval and modem 
German coins and some pre-monetary objects. (Peter Ilisch) 

21 MAGEN, Y. Mount Gerizim—A Temple City. Qadmoniot Vol. 23 No. 
3-4 (1990) pp. 70-96 Ulus. In Hebrew. 

During excavations at this site adjoining ancient Neapolis in Samaris the follow¬ 
ing coin finds were made: a hoard of 90 copper coins of Alexander II Zebinas (128-123 
B.C.); hellenistic issues of the 2nd century BC; Imperial issues of Neapolis, mainly 
of the 2nd century AD; Roman issues of the mid-4th century AD. The Roman Tem¬ 
ple excavated is depicted on Imperial issues beginning with Antoninus Pius.

The article concerns the fortuitous find in 1933 in the Via Alessandrina in Rome 
of a hoard comprising 81 jewelry objects and 2,529 gold and silver coins. The ma¬ 
jority of the pieces are contemporary with or after 1800, while approximately one- 
fifth are ancient, medieval and modem. (Andrea Carignani)

The author publishes the entire hoard found in 1933 in the Via Alessandrina in 
Rome during the construction of the imperial road. From the hoard are 72 gold rings 
with engraved stones (ranging from the 1st century AD to the 19th century AD), 
4 gold medals with engraved stones and 3 gpld plates. The 29 coins, all in gold, are 
hellenistic, late Roman Republican, Roman imperial, Lombard, Byzantine, Papal, 
Austrian, Belgian, Swiss, French and Italian. (Andrea Carignani)

A law passed in 1989 by the French National Assembly and Senate regulates the 
usage of metal detectors in the research of artistic and archaeological objects. In order 
to stop the uncontrolled activity of robbers of the national patrimony of Italy, the 
article rigorously supports such laws.

The bibliography of numismatic literature which appeared in the former DDR 
in 1988 is published.

AIIN Vol. 37 (1990) pp. 283-305. 

The author describes 129 coins—Magna Graecia, Roman Republic, Roman Em¬ 
pire, Medieval, Byzantium, Sweden, d’Anjou, Siena; Naples and Venice—found in 
the territory; added to the numismatic collection of the Museo of Mesagne in Puglia 
in the last decade.

Finds of the Roman, Byzantine, medieval and modem coins unearthed in Poland 
during the last few years are described.

The authors illustrate with practical examples the most useful methods of analyses 
on coinage. (Andrea Carignani)

Numisma Vols. 37-39 (1990) pp. 29-108. 

The author comments generally on the metrology of the ancient bronze coinage 
of the Iberian peninsula. (Leandre Villaronga) 

33 ESTY, WARREN W. The theory of linkage. NC Vol. 150 (1990) pp. 
205-221. 

In order to make valid deductions from die linkage several assumptions about how 
the mint operated must be made. The author discusses what can and cannot be deduc¬ 
ed if the assumptions are made; he also notes the primary numismatic considera¬ 
tions which bear on whether the assumptions hold. A major point is that the data 
themselves often give evidence that the mint operation must have been too complex 
for much chronological information to be deduced from linkage alone. A computer 
program for investigating linkage is discussed. Estimation of the reverse-to-obverse 
die-ratio is considered. The observed die-ratio tends to underestimate the true die- 
ratio so a better method of estimation is given. (Author) 

34 HODDER, MICHAEL. Technological Innovation at the New Orleans 
Mint. Num Vol. 104 No. 4 (April 1991) pp. 546-550, 615-619 illus. 

A transcription and analysis of F.F. Claussen’s paper “Silver Ingot Melting at the 
Mint of the United States at New Orleans,” delivered to the American Institute of 
Mining Engineers in July 1887 is presented. Claussen, then assayer to the New Orleans 
Mint, described a rotary silver ingot melting machine that could process 9,000 ounces 
of standard silver at one time. This equipment, designed by Dr. J.L. Riddell and 
built in 1847, was decades in advance of machinery anywhere in the world.

39 AGALLOPOULOU, PENELOPE. Two Unpublished Coins from 
Patras and the Name of the Roman Colony. Hesperia Vol. 58 No. 4 (1989) 
pp. 445-447 Ulus. 

The author proposes an alteration to the established name of Augustus’ colony 
at Patras: Cokraia Augusta Achaica Patrensis, based on evidence from the Patras 
mint and a denarius from the mint of Rome. (Candace Carter) 

40 ALESSANDRI’, SALVATORE. EniZHMON/nPOinON (Con- 
tributo per un lessico monetale greco). Studi di Antichitd (University di Lecce, 
Dip. di Scienze deU’ Antichit&, Congedo ed., Galatina) Vol. 6 (1990) pp. 
235-255. 

On the basis of literary and epigraphical sources, the author discusses the 
significance of the term EfllZIHMON/nPOZnON. (Sara Sorda) 
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41 ARNOLD-BIUCCHI, CARMEN. Arabian Alexanders. Mnemata: 
Papers in Memory of Nancy M Waggoner. William E. Metcalf, Ed. (New York, 
The American Numismatic Society 1991) pp. 99-115 illus. ISBN 
0-89722-243-1. 

The Arabian imitations of the tetradrachms of Alexander III of Macedonia are 
reexamined on the basis of a group of some 60 coins acquired by the ANS in 1989. 
The five issues of good silver on the Attic standard are all dated approximately be¬ 
tween 240 and 200 B.C. but attributed to different mints. A second class of imita¬ 
tions continued into the first century AD at least and can be divided into two groups: 
imitations of the vertical shin, minted probably in the region of Thadj/Gerrha, and 
imitations of the Abiel type, probably minted further east, in the U.A.E, in the region 
of ed-Dour. (Author) 


42 ASHTON, R.H.J. A new silver issue from Mylasa. NC Vol. 150 (1990) 
pp. 224-225. 

The author publishes an apparently unique, anepigraphic silver drachm with types 
rose/human male head r., associates it with the unique Mylasan drachm J. Hirsch 
25, 2364 (now Berlin), and suggests that the portraits on their reverses are those of 
Hybreas, the leading politician of Mylasa from the 40s BC onward. (Author) 

43 ASHTON, R.H.J. The Solar Disk Drachms of Caria. NC Vol. 150 
(1990) pp. 27-38. 

The author provides a corpus of the Carian drachms with profile head of Helios 
on a radiate solar disk on the obverse and rose flanked by E Y, M E or N I, together 
with associated bronzes. He argues that they date to ca. 360-340 BC, and that the 
traditional attributions to Euthana, Megista and Nisyros are mistaken. He very ten¬ 
tatively suggests that they may have been struck by the Hekatomnids. (Author) 

44 BAUSLAUGH, ROBERT. Cistophroic countermarks and the monetary 
system of Eumenes II. NC Vol. 150 (1990) pp. 39-65 illus. 

Countermarks of a bowcase and letters identifying 11 authorities (10 of which are 
cities within the territory of the post-Apamean Fergamene Kingdom) were placed 
on the obverses of autonomous tetradrachms of Side and posthumous Alexander 
tetradrachms of Phaselis, Aspendus and Ferge. Based on a catalogue of more than 
150 examples and the examination of the hoard record for countermarked varieties, 
the countermarking activity can be dated to the years immediately after the Peace 
of Apamea (188-183 BC) and connected with the indemnity paid by Antiochus III 
to Eumenes II.

The aim of this study is (1) to give a complete inventory of all published and some 
hitherto unknown Graeco-Bactrian coins minted by Menander and his successors 
south of the Hindu Kush mountains and (2) to reexamine the various hypotheses 
put forward by scholars after the discovery of the Qunduz hoard. The inventory com¬ 
prises 47 pieces, of which 12 are unpublished. The author shows (1) that once com¬ 
pletely overpowered by the Yuch-chi around 130 BC, the Greeks had no further con¬ 
trol whatsoever over the provinces north of the Hindu Kush, and (2) that all the 
Graeco-Bactrian coins issues by Indo-Greek kings were struck in the mints situated 
in their territories south of the Hindu Kush.
